The writer read with great interest H. L. Li’s work on the Libocedrus 
and the classification of Cupressaceae published in Journal of Arnold Arbo- 
letum 34:17-36 (1953). But the writer doubted why he did not taken up 
the genus Sabina separating* from Juniperus in spite of his principle of clas¬ 
sification based on the structure of the cone, although clearly showing his 
diagrams in PI. I. and II. 

It is not necessary to explane long on the difference between Juniperus 
(Sect. Oxycedrus) and Sabina. The female flower of Juniperus has three 
terminal ovules covered by three bracts, and these three bracts become juicy 
tissue when they ripe, and Li’s diagram exactly shows it. On the other 
hand, the female flower of Sabina has two or three pairs of opposite carpel, 
one pair on the top is united and has no ovule, and the next pair or rarely 
2 pairs of carpel have two ovules each on inner side. Hence its structure 
is more similar to Thuja (in the sense of Li) than Juniperus except it be¬ 
comes a drupefike cone. Besides, other features of Sabina with no septum 
at the base of spinly leaves and with scale-like foliage, in this case, may 
be useful to support the view that Sabina is a valid genus and is rather 
nearer to Thujoideae* than Juniperideae. 

The writer can not understand why may systematic botanists since An¬ 
toine (1754) have not recognized the genus Sabina, although in Japan Dr. 
Nakai (1), Dr. Miyabe and Dr. Tatewaki (2), and the writer (3), adopted 
this genus.
